{The cause ot the accident was not 


plain last night, tho cylinder simply 
letting BO with a roar that was heard 
over the most of tho town, aud th.9 
mill instantly ruling with steam, until 
the engine was shut off as quickly as 
it could he. There Is a. water bucket 
standing pear tho engine and the mon 
had gathered, It seemed, to get a drink 
of the water. 
Croft was standing 


near the 'engine and the entire force 
of the explosion seemed 
to 
havd 


caught him. 
Boatty 
was 
standing 


near Croft, talking with him, and he 
was also In the track of the escaped 
steam. The other two men were not 
so close, according to statements made 
by men who were about prior to the 
accident. 


Mr. Croft was a well known young 


man, and formerly .ived about Summit 
and Valley. 
He s survived by his 


•wife, Nellie, a daughter of George 
DeWalt, a well taiowj. citizen 
of 


Owensflale, The Croft family had re- 
cently moved to the house owned by 
Jacob DeWalt, ia Soottdalo. 


Young Beatty was a son of Mr. and 


Mrs. S. M. Baatty, tho former be- 
ing one of the veteran newspaper 
men of Scottdale, and now connect- 
ed with The Independent. 
He had 


been for Borne years an active member 
o£ the First Methodist Episcopal 
Church and was one of its ushers. He 
Rledom leiL the mill, but "was greatt> 
interested in mechanical engineering, 
which he had oeou pursuing a courso 
in for some months, and sometimes 
would tali, with the engineer about 
the big engine in the mill. 


Young Mr. Beatty was one oil tho 


best boys la town, a clean, stnlwart 
young fellow, lull ot life and ambition, 
and one of the most active Christian 
•workers. Ho was interested In sporLs 
and baseball particularly and was of- 
ficial scorer for the games played 
hero last year. 
Ho will he greatly 


missed la all circles o£ Interest. 


Fwrak DePrloat Is a son of Robert 


BePriest, -who died several weeks ago 
at Alverton. 
He is the support of 


his widowed mother. 
His chances 


for recovery wore considered very 
poor last night but this morning ho 
rallied, and the hospital phj'slcians 
wero moro hopeful of saving his life. 


Coroner A. C. Wynn was notified of 


the accident and Is expected to arrive 
here lato this afternoon. 
When the 


Coroner was notified of tho accident 
he had four cases of violent deaths 
to investigate and theso will take the 
best part of tha day.

train this morning and took charge of 
matters about the mill beginning an 
exhaustive investigation into tho pos- 
sible causes of tho ncciilont. i-lc was 
joined at 10.20 by G. M. Coopei, Cas- 
ualty Manager of New York, and the 
two held examinations of toa people 
about tho mill, ouo by one-. 


Coroner C. A. Wynn of Westmore- 


land county, is in New York, and the 
Coroner's office has-sovcual cases on 
hands today, but a representative o( 
tho office arrived hero thin forenoon, 
and will look after tho county's end ot 
tho matter.

ing. The body was brought hero by 
Owons & Ferguson and taken to the 
late residence ot the deceased. 


Tho mills N'os. 7 and S and 9 will 


bo off for sometime as a now cylinder 
will faavo to be purchased and it wi!l 
'rociulro some weeks for its construc- 
tion. Those wore the mills at which 
tho victims of the accident worked 
and were run by tho wrecked cngino.

The bill comes with good 


grace from Fayette county, where the 
license courts have already enacted It 
Into a law. 
If It were not already a 


judge-made law, It Is doubtful whethci 
Statesman Sterling would have dare, 
propose It, 


The justice and the wisdom of clos- 


ing the bars on Christmas and Thanks- 
giving are open to question. Both are 
feast days, not fast days. People who 
want liquor for those days will get -It 
by wholesale and usually drink It by 
wholesale. Upon the whole, we incline 
to the view that the bars are better 
open than closed. As for Memorial 
Day, we have said, and now repeat, 
that it should be changed to fall on 
8und»r. when It may be observed with 
that solemnity Its character demands, 
and not made a festal day by the un- 
thinking and the uncaring. 


Upon the whole, however, we are clear 


In the view ttat If the bars must be 
closed by law on the holidays men- 
tioned, the law should be of general 
•nd not of special application.
